During the fall of 187 7, just, after the 
expedition which had resulted in the 
running down and capturing of Chief 
J oseph and his band of warriors, my 
troop was detached to make a scout 
front ( ’amp Brown down through the 
Rattlesnake range to the Platte river 
and from there to the Yellowstone by 
way of the Goose Creek trail. 
When we camped on Clear creek, a 
comrade named Leo and 1 started off 
for a day’s hunting among the high 
peaks of the Big Horn mountains, ex­ 
pecting to get a few sheep. 
Lee was a 
man of extraordinary strength and was 
noted in the regiment for his feats of 
muscular ability. 
We ascended the mountain by a deer 
trail, Lee riding in advance. 
Tho trail 
led up a “ hogback” until it. ran out 
agai n s t the side of the mountain, when 
we had to pick our way over the side 
hill until we struck another trail wind­ 
ing in a zigzag manrn r toward the sum­ 
mit. We dismounted and led our horses, 
for the trail ran dangerously close to the 
edge of a cliff that formed one side of 
an 
i m m e n s e canyon, whose depth we 
could only guess. 
Narrower and nar­ 
rower grew the trail as we advanced 
until it seemed to terminate at a point 
only a short distance in front of us. We 
moved forward cautiously, for on one 
side the mountain appeared to rise from 
under our very feet into a wall of solid 
rook, 
< >n the nt h* r side wo looked into 
the depths of the great canyon, which 
would prove an eternal grave to either 
of us should he lose his footing and top­ 
ple into it. 
The apparent 
termination of the 
trail was due to a curve at that point, 
to round which required steady norves. 
We passed it safely, hut ha 1 not gone 
20 yards when both horses bent their 
ears forward, snorted and showed <»vi 
deuces of the greatest terror. 
Before I 
could ascertain tho cause of it. being in 
rear of Leo’s horse and unable to see 
beyond it a shot was lin d that awoke 
ten thousand echoes. 
What followed the sound of tho shot 
happened so quickly that I did not r» 
alizo danger unt 
11 I found myself hang 
ing between life and death. 
My horse, 
unable to see what was in tho path 
ahead of u*. but whoso instinct warm d 
him of tli*» presence of some dreaded 
wild hea-t, had stopped in terror, and, 
when thus iot was fired, suddenly threw* 
up his head and began hacking. 
I had 
pnlh I the reins over his head when I 
dismounted and held them in my right 
hand, to which fact I owed my escape 
from instant death. 
The rapid back 
ward movement of the lior.su and the 
smi 1» n tossing of his head threw me off 
my 1 .dance, and before 1 could recover 
I was falling over the cliff*. 
instinctively 1 tightened my held on 
flie reins and endeavored to gra>p the 
edge of the cliff w ith my left hand as 1 
was rolling over. I did succeed in cheek 
mg the shock of my fall somewhat, but 
could not secure a hold sufficient to s u s ­ 
tain my weight. 
For a moment I hung 
suspended over the terrible abyss, my 
whole weight resting upon my right 
arm. 
Quick as a flash 1 grasped the 
reins with my left also, and there I 
hung, expecting death every instant, 
for 1 km w that my horse would not 
stand long in tin« position ho then h**ld. 
I could see him standing above 
me, 
and th» « beauty of his post» ami the rig 
idity of his position, as ho stood braced 
against the weight dangling at tie* < nd 
of his bridle rein, made an impression 
upon my memory that 
will never 
he 
eradicated. 
1 asked mvself how* much longer it 
was possible to hang hy so frail a -up 
port as a hit of leather. The grip of my 
hands was so tight that my finger ends 
were tingling and burning as though 
touched w it h a hot iron. 
Suddenly another 
shot 
rang out, 
awakening a myriad of echoes that 
seemed to mock me w ith shrill laughter. 
Again that backward movement of my 
horse, ami as I felt the veins drag along 
the edge of the precipice 1 thought 1 
must surely let g< 
and fall. 
Strange 
thoughts began to flash through my 
brain, mental pictures of loved ones 
long since dead appeared to whisper 
prayers for me, there w as singing in my 
ears, and I realized that my strength 
w as giving out. 
J ust then 1 heard my name spoken. 
At first 1 thought it was but the voice 
of one of the visions my excited brain 
bad conjured up. But no; there it sound 
ed again. It was Lee’s voice, calm, col­ 
lected and inspiring. 
H*» was whisper­ 
ing words of caution. 
Opening my eyes, 1 saw his face above 
me—what a white, scared face it was, 
I thought! Slowly, oh, 
so slowly, Ins 
hand stole down tho reins until it rested 
upon my wrist. Then there was a quick 
grip of powerful fingers, an exertion of 
wonderful strength, and 1 w as in safety. 
Lee told me afterward that I was un­ 
conscious when lu* stretched me out on 
the trail. 
The first shot had b een tired at a 
mou ntain lion that crou ched in « he trail 
a short distance ahead and had sent 
if 
crashing into the depths of the cany on. 
Hearing my cry of fear as I toppled ow r 
cliff, he had shot his 
path to get b ack to 
had bemi in time to 
( ’ou lter in Han i'ran-

Full many a large and 
handsome 
yacht has lost her owner because le* has 
tired of her, or, again, 
b e c au s e » reduced 
income forced him to abandon the ex­ 
travagant luxury, but here is one 
that, 
losing her master by his untimely death, 
has been specially provided for iu her 
declining years. Steadfast unto the end, 
she was not sold off for half price to get 
rid of her, hut, like a faithful dog or 
horse that has outlived its days of use­ 
fulness, has been allowed to finish out 
her life in quiet repose. 
It is only a few years ago that the 
schooner yacht Dauntless was one of the 
very stanchest boats afloat. 
In a race 
» cross the Atlantic with the Coronet she 
did herself proud. Her commander was 
a commodore, and her graceful form 
was a familiar figure in the great yacht­ 
ing world. 
Now, with sails forever 
furled, with pennants hauled down for 
the last 
t i m e and housing canvased over, 
she tugH at an anchor that seems des­ 
tined never to rise again. 
The master whom she thus serves in 
spirit was in life Commodore Caldwell 
H. Colt, the only child of the late Colo­ 
nel Samuel Colt, the arms manufactur­ 
er. He died at PuntaGorda, Fla., about 
three years ago, while off on a cruise. 
This circumstance, together with his 
fondness for the boat, led his wealthy 
mother to preserve it, though no longer 
of use, just as others lay away in a 
drawer the toys of dead children. So it 
is that the yacht idles her life away, a 
silent 
memorial. 
In further remem­ 
brance of the dead man’s yachting career 
tho new Colt memorial house in Hart­ 
ford, costing several hundred throusand 
dollars, bears on its facade a beautiful 
reproduction of the Dauntless in sculp­ 
tured stone and many other suggestions 
of the sea. 
Anchored off Essex, a few miles up 
from the. mouth of the Connecticut river, 
the good old yacht is now living out her 
life of ease. 
It is said that she will 
never again go into commission—cer­ 
tainly not so long as the mother lives. 
The spot is quiet, secluded and all that 
a retired favorite could a*k for in her 
old age, and the same waters that lap 
her side flow. 40 miles up stream, with­ 
in a stone * throw of tho celebrated fac­ 
tory whoso machinery 
produced the 
wealth that purchased and maintained 
the boat. — Brooklyn Eagle.
